On the Ist of April, 1895, the treasurer had in his hands a balance 
of $1.28. June 22d he received from the town treasurer $50. Receiv- 
ed from librarian, for fines, 56 cents. July 9th he paid Estes & 
Lauriat, Boston, a bill for books of $50. Puaid for freight and express 
bills $1, leaving in his hands a balance of 84 cents. 

During the year there were added to the library 60 vols. purchased 
with the money appropriated by the town and about 20 vols. of state 
and national reports on subjects of interest to our people. Also, Mr. 
I. B. Dodge, of Amherst, gave a copy of ‘Historical Genealogy,” 
Mr. Gilson a copy of ‘Our Dumb Animals,” Mrs. Herbert Follett, 8 
copies of ‘‘The Century Magazine,’’ Miss Kate Kingsbury, a copy of 
“The World’s Fair,” Mr. B. Kingsbury, a pamphlet published by 
himself, and Mr. Frank Colburn, a copy of ‘Science and Health,” 
also a copy of the Bible. Mr. Milton Walton, of Cambridge, gave 
several copies of valuable books which we already had in the library 
and which he will probably replace in the future. 

The interest manifested by our citizens in the library has constantly 
increased, as will be readily seen by the following figures: During 
the last year, ending Feb. Ist, there were taken from the library 2868 
vols., an average of 56 per week. During the year preceding there 
were taken out 2009 vols., an average of 47 per week; for the year 
before that 1742 vols., with an average of 39 per week; and for the 
year before that about 1400 vols., with an average of 33 per week. 

By a vote of the trustees the library has been opened during the 
past year the same as the year before, viz: on Saturday afternoon 
and evening from May Ist to July Ist and from Sept. Ist to Nov. Ist, 
on Wednesday afternoon and Saturday evening from July Ist to 
Sept. Ist, and on Saturday afternoon from Nov. Ist to May Ist. 

The trustees are sorry not to be able to report more and larger 
donations for the library. They have had some encouragement at 
times, but so far have failed. The library has already become an 
important factor in our educational interests and it is to be hoped 
that it will ever receive the support from our people which its 
merits demand.
